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STREET CAR WINDOWS 
SMASHED IN OMAHA 


Strike Disorder Renewed With 
Arbitration Bogged in Court 
Litigation. 


By the Associated Press. 

OMAHA, Neb., June 29.—Brick- 
bat bombardment of several street 
cars in scattered sections of North 
Omaha last night spoke the disap- 
proval of strike sympathizers with 
arbitration progress, now bogged 
in court litigation. 

Several ear windows 
smashed, two motormen, E. C. Ful- 
ler and T. L. MeCarthy, were 
bruised, two suspects were arrested 
for placing harmless torpedoes on 
tracks, 

The trouble renewed the atreet 
car strike disorders which brought 
the Nebraska National Guard to 
South Omaha recently. The out- 
breaks occurred near the packing 
house district, where two were 
killed and 150 injured in three 
nights of rioting previously. 

Earlier in the day a suit was 
filed by non-striking employes of 
the company seeking an injunction 
to halt enforcement of the arbitra- 
tion award which reduced the non- 
atrikers to the seniority status they 
held prior to the sirike. The strik- 
ers wondered if they faced more 
payless paydavs as a result of the 
non-strikers’ suit. 

The company has declined to ac- 
cept or reject the arbitration award 

pending the Federal Court test.

LAVAL WITHDRAWS 
MILITARY FUNDS BILL 


Sends Parliament Home, Says 
He Will Put Provisions in 
Effect by Decree. 


By the Assocmied Press, 

PARIS, June 29. —- Premier La- 
val, hurrying Parliament home un- 
til October, withdrew the military 
appropriations bill iast night with 
the announced intention of putting 
its provisions into effect by decree. 

The bill called for 5,061,000,000 
francs (about $328,965,000) of which 
291,000,000 francs were to be spent 
in 1935. Of the total, 1,106,000,000 
francs was for the army, and 1,800,- 
000,000 france for the air force. 

Laval withdrew the bill in the 
face of opposition from the Left. He 
feared debate might keep Parlia- 
ment in session. Joseph Caillaux, 
who was Minister of Finance for 
four days before Laval formed the 
present Cabinet, told the Senate he 
would oppose discussions.of “mili- 
tary projects, which must be ex- 
amined with care and without haste 
by Parliament.” This was under- 
stood to be partly responsible for 
Laval's action. 

The Government's supporters pre- 
viously urged quick action by de- 
claring “Germany at the present 
hour is a vast war factory.” 

Laval's indications that he would 
promulgate the military appropria- 
tions by decree were expected to 
reinforce the intention of the Left 
Wing parties to keep a “vigilance 
committee” watching in Paris for 
any derogations of Parliament's 
privileges, with enough signatures 
assured for.a petition calling the 
Chamber back if that should be 
deemed necessary. 

Before adjournment Laval thank- 
ed the Chamber of Deputies for 
leaving him decree powers to sup- 
port the franc.

Italian Cities 


Of Interest 
To Physicians 


Arezzo Was. Birthplace of 
Early Worker in Bactert- 
ology.

| HAVE visited this week five 
| cities in ltaly, each of which has 

a peculiar interest for the stu- 
dent of medicine. 

Arezzo claims distinction as the 
birthplace of Petrarch, “the first 
modern man,’ EL Rae | 
And of Vasari, 
the biographer of 
the painters. They 
are both com- 
memorated there 
by statues = and 
tablets. But for 
me, it is of far 
greater interest 
to know that it 
was the birthplace 
of Francesco 
Redi, one of the 
early workers in 
the field of bac- 
teriology. Yet of 
this great man Il 
nad some _ diffi- 
culty in finding any trace in his 
home town. The guides had never 
heard of him; finally one man was 
unearthed (that is literally true in 
Italy) who was able to direct me 
to the birthplace. «It is, I must ad- 
mit, suitably decorated with a tab- 
let saying that in’ that house lived 
and died Francesco Redi, “supreme 
in medical and natural science.” 

The Redis were landed proprie- 
tors, and the house sits in the 
midst of a large farm, still culti- 
vated. It is easy to see how Redi 
could study insects and plants, and 
conduct his experiments on genera- 
tion and spontaneous generation 
without leaving his own grounds.

visit was to San Gimig- 
nano, an ancient walled city, still 
intact as it was in medieval times. 
Its principal interest from the medi- 
cal standpoint is the hint one gets 
of the prevalence of the plagues in 
that period. We learn also how they 
handled them then. In the church 
of San Agostino is a gigantic pite- 
ture of Saint Sebastian. He is one 
of the two plague saints, who were 
invoked to ward the “black 
death.” Knowing nothing of con- 
tagion, or of quarantine, one of the 
facts shown in Dr. Zinssner's recent 
book, “Rats, Lice and History,* the 
people thought plagw@es were due to 
the anger of God, and that the only 
wav to prevent them was to invoke 
one of the plague saints to inter- 
cede and drive them away. Their 
| preventive medicine was to erect an 
altar in one of the churches. As I 
looked at the picture, I admired its 
beauty, but I was glad that the 
world was emancipated from such 
delusions.

Galileo’s Lamp. 

In Pisa, I stood in the cathedral 
under the “Lamp of Galileo.” The 
guide said it was here Galileo dis- 
covered the principle of the pendu- 
And so he did, but he learned 
something else from that swinging 
lamp. suspended from the ceiling. 
The principle of the pendulum is 
that the length of the pendulum de- 
termines the time in which it de- 
scribes its are It takes as long to 
swing through ‘a~ short are as 
through a lone one. Galileo had no 
wav to measure the time of his 
pendulum’g swings, so he used his 
own pulse, and this was the hegine 
ning of pulse counting as a means 
of diagnosis, and.of determining the 
cordition of the body. It was to 
i'make such counting more accurate 
‘that the second hand was put on 
ithe clock. 

My last city has an entirely mod- 
ern note—Montecatini, which has 
‘one of the great healing springs of 
ithe world. Virgil probably drank 
(its waters. Todav a magnificent 
new building houses the springs, 
and thousands of very modern peo- 
take the cure. The Kursaal, 
which is all of travertine, is dated 
'as having been built in the “Fifth 
| Year of the Fascist Government.” I 
‘agree with Mussolini, who says, 
“These notable public works’ de- 
serve to be widely known in Italy 
and abroad.”
